"^Skri V. D. Deshpande : Mr Speaker, Sir^ I rise again 
to oppose clause 10 ; maok more so because clai^e 9 has be«n 
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approved by the house and my opposition to it has not had 
the agreement *of the House. It was argued by the IVIinister 
concerned that there should be social justice and from that 
point of view, because there is general water tax in district 
towns and other places, therefore, Hyderabad should also 
fall in line. I would have rather suggested that Hyderabad 
ought to have given lead in that respect and thereby some 
amenities should have been provided to the people in the 
districts. It will take little more or probably little longer for 
the Government to realise that certain social amenities have 

to be provided to the common man* Amenities -of supply of 
water, amenities of Hghts, amenities of libraries, amenities of 
medicines and all these matters are coiisidered to be social 
amenities, and will compensate the low pay of the common 
man and give him certain facilities. It is from this point of 
view that I had opposed the general water tax. Now, in 
view of the fact that the Government is imposing general 
water tax, and, at the same time, there is going to be special 
individual water tax, I feel this imposition of meter system has 
no basis- Why do we want that there should be meters ? 
We want the meters because the supply of water should be 
rationed and also the expenses should be met. But when the 

Government has found out a way to meet this situation by 
levying a general water tax, I do not see any reason why the 
Government should take up the scheme of imposing meters on 
the people as such. Generally it is felt-and it is the general 
experience-that it is the big families or the houses which have 
many people, that use more water. Because of economic 
situation, more families consisting of a large number of per- 
sons will be using more water, and this introduction of meter 
will put them to difficulty ; and it is they, in. fact, who will be 
affected much more. It is because of that I had suggested 
that there should be no general water tax. If there is no 
general water tax, the imposition of meter system 
would not be a hardship. In that case people would have 
chosen not to take private connections for their houses, or 
if they had the capacity, they would have done it. But now 

they have to take private coimections into their houses and 
if they are not in a position to take private coimections, 
they will have to pay general water tax if aU these things 
are there, it will be burdening the exchequer of low income groups 
too much and, therefore, I feel that the imposition of this 
meter system does not fit in and cannot be called to provide 
social amenities to the low income groups. Therefore, Sir, I 
feel that this clause which says : 
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'' The consuiriers shall within the time specified in the no- 
tification under section 4 fix at their own expenses meters 
for all private pipe connections" is not justified and should be 
deleted. 

*6^/iri Anna Rao Ganamukhi : Mr. Speaker Sir ; the rea- 
sons that are put forth by the leader of the Opposition ii^ 
opposing this clause, T think, are not justified. This clause 
only imposes a restriction on the use of water so that it may 
prevent w^ste — and also uneconomic waste-^-by the peopl§ 
who consume w^ater. It is seen in Hyderabad and elsewhere 
that Wj^tef is wasted as no ceiling or restriction is imposed. In 
Hyderabad especially, we see that theie is no departinentalisa- 
tion or the Government or the Water Supply Department 
does not provide a separate system for raw- water and filtered- 
water. Filtered-water is used for washing, flushing, for drink- 
ing and for all purposes this water is consumed by the people. 
Therefore, it is very essential that meter system should be 
introduced and a strict watch should be kept on the use of 
water as Government spends a lot of amount on filtering pro- 
cess, in adding chlorine and other things. Hence, if no restric- 
tion is imposed on water supply, then, I think, the people 
will be wasting water without regard to the economic use of 
water. Therefore, the meter system which is proposed in 
the bill is very soynd and I support it wholeheartedly •

*5'An F, B. Baju : I would not like to take a very long 
time as many of the hon* Members desire to speak on this 
motion. 

I have come across two types of diseases : one, the mental, 
and the other, the physical, for which anybody and every- 
body gives a prescription. Dysentery, for example, is a phy- 
sical disease and I have not met a single man who has not 
given a prescription for that. * Corruption, on the other hand, 
is a mental disease, for which everybody is ready with a pres- 
cription, or a proposal. We have been patiently hearing 
about these things and we are made to understand that these 
prescriptions are being used effectively. And yet, the degree 
of cupidity is growing higher. It has spread from one rank 
to another ; and, today, the Society is facing a great crisis, 
and I am not sure by invoking what force we can at least 
minimise its intensity. Even by invoking religion — the sancti- 
ty of religion, or by even invoking the name of God or even 
by preaching Ethics — even by these acts, I am not sure we 
will be able to minimise the intensity. This needs a very- 
drastic approach and a surgical operation — ^a surgical treat- 
ment. And then alone, we can save the society from being 
victim to this ever-growing scourge and save certain values 
in society from being washed off at the onsalught of corrup- 
tion. 

It is not that the previous Governments or the present 
Government has not tried any measiffes, There is a Tri- 
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hwasX and there is the Public Service Commission. The Gov-^ 
ernment has referred eases to them and kept off some ; 
the Government has published some and condoned some' others. 
But there -has not been that sense of urgency ot that psycholo- 
g'ical approach by the a^uthorities who hold power ; and that 
has been the reason for the evil of corruption not being minimis- 
ed. Not that the Govermnent was not intending to do so 
but it was the value or the urgency that we associate with, 
the problem or the importance that we attach to it that mat- 
ters. That is the point that we shorfd consider. At last 
the Government has done this good job of constituting a 
Committee and that Committee has placed its recommenda- 
tions before us. This is itself proof that the Governmaat 
is seized of the probfem and gives an importance to it as No. 
1 problem. 

When we discuss here, it is not the extent of corruption 
that we should assess in this House or the methods that are 
employed in different sectors by different types of people 
for different purposes. Whatever it is, the immediate way 
or the easiest method that we can employ in minimising this, 
titiough not eradicating it— that is the point that should 
engage our attention. 

* 
The one important reconuaaendation that the Commission 
has made is the constitution of a Commission. This repoart 
is called ''tixe Anti-Co»rupti<m Enquiry Commission Re- 
port*'. But it owfght to have been "Corruption Enquiry Com- 
mission" Report. It is not a question of enquiriog into anti- 
coarruption. After enquirii^ into. the causes of corruption 
%h& CoEnaxiisaioin coaclud^ in on^ para of its report that it fe 
not the structure or it is not any o*her cau^ that has failed 
to minimrise corruption but it is the time4ag* The Com* 
lirasion fell that the effeetiveness^ of decisions, isk cases of 
corruption and maJ-praeti^as iss lost by the time4ag. The 
Commissicwa would there&)^e l&t to stress, that in deaEn^ 
with cases ^f corruption md mal-practicses action must both 
be speedy and deterranA t^ produce^ the desired effect. 
In my speech I want to emphasize on this point only, that 
is^ quick, itnmediate and drastic actioiXy by whatever machi- 
jj^jy it i$— whether it be on tba reco?nyiaendatio& of the Pub- 
lie Service Commisskm of it be on the recommendations of 
the "S^ibusfcal or s^y new Cc»m3ftissioai titiat mm be conr 
stitofeed. "EFnless the government is datcrnw^d to take action, 
itrl titiese recoxnm^dations wiE go a^ wmU. Not that* th§ 
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previous bodies which have been constituted for this pur- 
pose have not enquired into or reported or recommended — 
they have .done so. But the speed or the intensity with which 
the Governmefit or the executive Authority shoxild move, 
has not been there. The House feels that this is the lacuna 
or the missing link whi<jh should be made up* 

The next question is whether the executive machinery 
of the Government can do so. We should take into con- 
sideration the recommendation made by the Commission to 
constitute a Commission for this purpose; and many hon* 
Members have tried to throw light on that. Should it 
be a part of the Executive or should it be an autonomous 
body ? It is said it should be an independent body in the 
report itself. The autonomous bodies that we have 
got today are the Public Service Commission^ the High Court 
and the hon. the Speaker's office. These are the autonomous 
bodies which are not under the purview of the Executive. 
Does the Commission mean such similar body to be con-, 
stituted ? If such a body as the Public Service Commission 
is to be constituted' as suggested at one place, it can only re- 
commend things ; it cannot investigate and it cannot en- ' 
quire and it cannot interfere with the day-to-day working; 
it cannot even call for files, unless some other Department 
in the Executive helps that Commission, We must be speci- 
fic about our recommendation — ^whether this Commission 
should be an investiofation machinery in the Executive of 
the Government or whether it should be kept separate taking 
the assistance of some other department in the Government ? 

In my opinion, the correct course would be that there 
should be some executive De{>artment which should assist 
this new Commission. There is already an anti-corruption 
Department. But it is not very effective ; it is riot moving 
quickly ; its mobility is not appreciable. So, it is felt thai 
such a Department should be under the Chief Secretary or 
a senior Officer like that and should have close liason with 
that Commission. It should not be at the mercy of the De- 
partmental Secretaries or heiads of Departments — I would 
say at the moment, nor, at the mercy of the Ministers. Since 
it is an emergent problem, since we have given importance 
to the solution of this problem, we must see that this body 
has special powers and it can ^et sufficient assistance firoift 
the executive machinery which as I have just now suggested 
slipuld .be ui|der the Chief Secretary, If the Chief Sec3?e*ai^ 
oir an Additional Chief Secretary could work m the Sie<af®?* 
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tary of the Commission, I think that the co-ordination factor 
would also be satisfied. But the difficulty that arises is only 
this: what about the Public? Service Commission? 

There is some sort of — ^I do not call it clash — confusion 
in respect of what matters should be referred to the Tribimal 
even now, and what matters should be referred to the Pub- 
lic Service Commission. In disciplinary matters both have 
got the purview, but in the Act constituting the Tribunals it 
is said that the Government would decide what matters 
should be referred to the Tribunal and what matters to the 
Public Service Commission. In my opinion, when this new 
Commission is constituted it may be necessary to amend the 
Pubhc Service Commission Rules. Some may feel that the 
Constitution will come in the way, but in my opinion, it may 
not come in the way. Article 320 (3) (c) of the Constitution 
reads thus : 



the State Public Service Commission * • 

shall be consulted • • 

(c) on all disciplinary matters affecting a person serv- 
ing under the Government of a State in a civil capacity, 

including memorials or petitions relating to such matters", 

• 
Thus, there, is an obligation placed on the State Govern- 
ment to consult the Public Service Commission in disciplinary 
matters. The proviso to the Article reads thus : 

"Provided that the Rajpramukh may naake re- 
gulations specifying the matters in which either generally, 
or in any particular class of case or in any particular circums- 
tances, it shall not be necessary for a Public Service Com- 
mission to be consulted". 

Taking the help of the proviso, it may be possible to amend 
the Rules of the Public Service Commission to avoid any 
reference. Otherwise, what happens is, even after constitut- 
' ing this Commission, the Government after receiving the 
recommendations of the Conamission will, perforce, be com- 
pelled to refer the matter to the Public Service Commission, 
and the bottleneck which we have been feeling hitherto will 
not be avoided, and two autonomous bodies, the Public Ser- 
vice Commission and this new Commission, enquiring into 
the same matter will result in delay- Therefore, I want to 
avoid one body from the picture and. save time and see that 
the matters are disposed of quicklyt By amending the Rides 
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of the Public Service Commission we can give powers to the 
Commission to recommetid to the Crovernment as to what 
action' has to be taken. Necessary legislation as has been 
suggested by the Commission has to be introduced and quick 
action must be taken* 

I can only, in the end, stress again that if the Government 
would take into its head that this matter should be given 
due attention and results must be achieved, at the district 
level, with the Collector as the Head> certain advisory Com- 
mittees to begin with, should be constituted. These ad- 
visory Committees will be in a position to receive complaints 
directly from the people and those complaints will be trans- 
mitted to the Commission. It is very necessary to obtain 
the people's co-operation in this regard, i But in an enquiry 
or on the investigation side it may be difficult initially to 
associate non-officials. There will be some sort of looseness 
springing up if non-officials and officials come and interfere 
with the day-to-day administration. So, for some time to 
come, the non-officials in association with officials would 
work in an advisory capacity. Thereby, we can fill a gap, 
Thst is, through public co-operation and the complaints that 
are received, the Advisory Committee will try to secure 
any other information, which may be of public knowledge, 
or non-officiaUy in respect of a partictdar casfe, and will thus 
be able to help the Commission at the top. I would con- 
clude by repeating what I have already stated, viz,^ that at 
tihie district-level advisory Committer should be formed^ and on 
tih?e executive side am anti-corruption Department xmd^ the 
the Chief Sectary should be created, and a Commission of 
two or thi^se Members, vested with the necesssury powers m^ 
eliminating the process of reference to the Psuilbic S^vice 
Commission, should be constituted.
